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Persons responsible for leadership in curriculum planning may also want to 
examine how Desmond L. Cook, School of Education, The Ohio State Uni- 
versity, suggests using the Program Evaluation and Review Technique (PERT) 
in educational planning. Although he has been especially concerned over the 
past several years with applying PERT to the management of educational re- 
search activities, Cook suggests similarities between such efforts and other 
developmental activities in the field of education.
